puniſhed for his'crueltic exerciſed vypon Chriſtians, Alſo, his | 


children wereput to a molt reprochfull death : his ftatuaes, 
titles, and other monuments were throwne downe , razed, 
aboliſhed. Conſtantini imper. anno 9g. 

HvNnrenrIcvs, King of the Vandals,perſecuted Catho- 
likes moſt cruelly : he cauſed Cacholikes rongues and righr 
hands to be cut off, who,neuertheleſle, by the helpe of God, 
did ipeake as well afterwards as they did before. One of 
theſe, to wit, Reparatus a Subdeacon, pronounced eloquent 
Sermons without any difficultie; for which hee was highly 
reuerenced in Zeno , the Emperours Pallace ; eſpecially Iu- 
{tina the Empreſle honored him. Sce the Comp. of Baron, 
anno 4 84. fol.425.Therc followcth{fol;426.) the miſerable 
death of this barbarous and cruel! perſecutor : who, when he 
prepared to triumph ouer the Catholikefaith, which he ve- 
rily thought to haue rooted out, periſhed moſt miſerably of 
worrhes which "crawled our of euery part of his bodie, the 
ſcuenth yeare of his raigne, Victor, lib.2, ; 

EvAR1cys,King of the Gothes, ſpoileth France ef Bie 
ſhops, &c. vpon delire to propagate Ariaviſme : hee was a 
horrible perſecutor and enemie of Catholikes, like tro Hune« 
ricus,as reporieth Eccleſiaſtical wiitcrs:being tricked from

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Keauen, periſhed moſt miſerably, as writeth Turon, inthe © 


Hiſtory of France, 


Lto IsavRICYS, a moſt bloudy perſecutor,was ta-

teſt grace and fanour with the Emperour, Hee was made 
Conſul,althovgh generally hated of »!l people. He oppoterh 
againſt Saint Iohn Chryſoſtome. Biſhop of Coſtantinople, 


and impugneth Eccleftafticall immunitics , and liberties of 
| the Church : Againſt which immunitzes and priuiledges of 


the Church in particular,that none flying tothe Altar ſhould * 
hae benefit of Sanctuary. But bchold the puniſhmene of 
this Tyrant : Ir pleaſed God that Gaynas being alienated 
f-om Arcadius , for his ſo much favouring and aduancing 
this EvTROPIYS. as allin furie and rave, he made warre 
agunſt the Emperour and brought him tothis, that the Em< 


- perour was olad to admit what conditions of neace Gavnig 


would offer, Amoneſt which conditions, this was one that 
tbc Emperour ſhould deliuct into his hands EyTror vs,

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that he might put him to what death. ir liked him, Whereup- 


onEvTROPIvVS Was deprived of all hisplaces, dignitics 
and riches, which were exceeding great-: and fo perceiving 
his miſery, fled ro the Church, layeth hold ypon Sanctuarie, 

and was for that time proteC Qed by Saint Chryſoſtome, who 
ſtood in the defence of the priuiledges of the Church , and 


would not permit the ſouldiers to take him from the Altar, 


before he had cauſed the Emperour to {weare neither to de- 
liver him into the hands of Gaynas; nor to put him to.death, 

And although he had beene a great enemy of Saint,Chryſo- 
ſtome, and all the people cried to haue him made aw ay, Yet 


Saint Chryſoftome, in regard of the priuiledge, would not. 


condeſcend, but with an eloquent oration diſſwadeth the 
people, and laboureth to ſaue him. So as it is to be noted, 

he that oppoſed himſelfe againſt this holy Biſhop, and priut- 
ledgesof the Church, had no other retuge,then to the ſame; 
Finally , being depriued of ſo rfaany dignities, honors and 
riches, his name aboliſhed, his ſtatuaes, enſignes and monu- 
ments in all, b6th publike and priuate places defaced, he was 
baniſhed ivto Cyprus ; from whence at the inſtance of Gay=- 
nas he was ſent for, and beheaded, All this hcere compen-

the end of which time followed the execution of this viſion, 
When as Bardas, with the Emperour and his armie went in- 
to Crete , where being ſuſpetted of rreafon , the Emperour 
commanded him tobe hacked in peeces, Now for the Em- 
perour himſelte, he/tooke one Bahlins, a Macedonian, to be 
his conſort, This Bafilius created Emperour, ſtudying to re- 
claime Michael from his wicked and deteftable manners and 
conuerſation, procured Michael to hatc/him : in ſo much as 
he perceiued the Emperour, Michael fought to 'deftroy and 
make him away, as hee had done Bardas; and therefore ras.

. ſticall (as at largeſheweth Saint Athanaſius, ep.ad.Sol,v.ag. 
' Whileſt he perſecuted Tjhian, &c. ended his life in an obſcure 


"vey and in great torment of conſcience. As at large deſcri- 
eth Ammian, Marcellin, 1, 22. hiſt, T 

VALENS,:who baniſhed the Catholikes into obſcure 
places, and vſcd all rigour and ſeueritic againſt them , was 
puniſhed with like meaſure himſelfe, with his Princes inthe 
warre againſt the Gorthes, flying into an old houſe, was with 
all his Princes burned, and the houſe ouer their heads, Am- 
mian, Marcel.

uation, as long as hereticall lew dnefle perſeuereth in him, 
which leaderh vnto death, 

Finally, for ſuch as are within the lappe of the Catholike 
Church, I beſeech them to ſquare their liues according to 
the precepts andrules of Cutholike religion, which induce 
to holines and perfe&ion of life; /and Ilfay,ynto them with 
the Apoflle. Abuciamus opera tedebrarum, & 1:dnamuy arma

that God did fo fight for him,as in one batrell he ſlew a the 
Gothes aboue an kundred thouſand, and did take Radao:; i- 
ſus the King, with his ſons,and put him to death:and (which 
was moſt admirable)there was notſomuch as one of his ar- 
mie cither killed or wounded, 

Of Tut o0p05s1vs the yonger,writeth Socrat.1.7. hiſt, 
cap.18, that his armie skirmiſhing with the Barbarians, and 
himſelfe in the meane ſpace making his prayers vnto God 
within the city,about an hundred thouſand of the Sarazens 
were! beaten and driven by Angels1 into the river Euphrates, 
and ſo periſhed miſerably.

HERACL1vsS alfo.as appeareth in Zonoras, and other 
Hiſtoriographers, whileſt he was Catholike gor a mcſt ho 
norable and admirable vi Qory againſt the Perſians. and re 
couered the holy Croſſe, at w hich time the flate of the Ro- 
man Empire was altogether deſperare; bur after he fell into

InthetimeofVrReaNE the WS, ,vntothe yeare of our 
Lord M. xcvijj. the Chriſtians in that holy war made by the 
Pope for the recouery of Ieruſalem, when they were in moſt 
deſperate ftate, becauſe of the approching of an infinite hoſte 
ofthe Turkes aod Perfians,and they were but a few in num- 
ber,and wel-neare ſterued "i lack of food; in ſo much as c- 
; ven the molt valiant and Routeſt men did i goe leaning vpon 
| their ſtaues,neither had they but a few horſes, ſo as the prin= 

cipall ofthem!' to wit , Godfrey was forced to Hor a horſe, 
and many Privices. were,conſtrained to ride vpon Aﬀes: at 
laſt God revealed where was the Launce of Chriſt, and 
it being carried before them, gaue yictory in the warre,in ſo 
much as there were ſlajne of the Turks an hundred thouſand;
